Being among the governed as the 
n t try are-—unless they 
are in the inexplicable position of being 
under the government and not affected 
by it—they are subject to the same 
operation of its powers, They yield 
obedience to the law, or, if not,. they. 
incur the penalties which the law exacts. 
They suffer from:the blunders and un- 
righteousness of legislation and admin- 
istration. Many.of them are engaged 
in industries and professions ‘and are not 
immune from the conditions under which 
those occupations are carried on. Di- 
rectly or -indirectly women pay ‘taxes. 
Food laws, sanitary and building regula- 
tions, economic conditions, the moral 
influences of the communities in which 
they live—all these affect their happi- 
ness and their welfare. The evils that 
exist by reason of government: or in 
spite of it, and the benefits that arise 
from its wise provisions, produce alike 
their results upon the lives of women. 
Why, then, should women not have a 
voice in determining these results—have 
it as a matter of right since they suffer 
the evil, and as a matter of duty since 
they enjoy the good? For what reason 
should there be equality of opportunity 
to obey and not equality of opportunity 
to assist in framing the laws to which 
obedience is exacted? i 5 

The reason must be sought in some 
disability inherent in sex,—a disability 
equivalent in force to those commonly 
recognized by the several states, ‘or 
greater in force than those enumerated 
in the Constitution of the United States 
as not affording sufficient ground for 
disenfranchisement. If no such dis-: 
ability can be found, then the admission 
of a large body of the population to the 
right of franchise and the exclusion of 
another large body from that right isa 
procedure based on an artificial and ar- 
bitrary distinction. But general igno- 
rance, ignorance of political questions, 
and apathy toward them,:the lack ‘of 
clear insight and independent judgment, 
even the tendency to viciousness,—to 
mention no other faults,—do not con- 
stitute disqualifications; at least they do 
not in the case of men. They are the 
inevitable concomitant weaknesses of 
our democratic form of government jin 
the present stage of its development; 
and those who object to them must ob- 
ject to them on that ground. It is the 
hope, however, of those who whole- 
heartedly attach their faith to the ulti- 
mate achievement of democracy, that 
the gradual spread of education and en- 
lightenment, and the gradual building 
up of national character, will cause these 
weaknesses to disappear. . 
. They endure with patience the present 
evil because they look confidently for- | 
ward to the final good.: And those who 
entertain no such confident hope must 
admit ‘their distrust in the free existence 
of democracy itself. Their objections to 
the enfranchisement of women on the 
ground of the various forms of unfitness 
which they allege are, in affect, objeca) 
tions to seeing the experiment of demo- 
cratic government work itself out to its 
logical conclusion. Even granting that 
the admission of women to the fran- 
chisé would lower the average of intel- 
ligence in the electorate and weaken the 
civic conscience, still, if the theory. of 
democracy is sound, these unfortunate 
effects would prove to be but temporary, 
for education and the growth of civic 
character would in the long run destroy 
them. Moreover, the right to exercise 
the franchise is in itself an instrument 
of intellectual and moral enlightenment. 
Monarchy, oligarchy, and. aristocracy 
have had their say. Democracy, with all 
its weakness and aJl its errors can show 
greater net accomplishment in the form- 
ative influences exerted upon the people. 
It can record its progress towards. its 
great ideal, as yet far off no doubt, but 
surely drawing nearer. In this forward 
movement women should have their 
part. They should share in the ac- 
tivities which help to produce it, as they 
hope to share,in the happy results which 
it will bring to pass. .

In Colorado, a suffrage state, 
there are more than three-times as many 
divorces as in Massachusetts. The same 
state, where woman’s influerice has had 
a longer hold than in any other state, 
stands seventeenth among states in the 
Union in illiteracy. While expenditures 
for public education have more than 
doubled in the United States, Colorado 
spends no more today than she did ten 
years ago. 

Nothing could seem to more clearly 
indicate the desire on the part of men to 
exploit women as a part of their political 
machinery than the manner/in which 
referendum has. been provided for the 
entire suffrage question. Suffragists 
bitterly oppose referring the question to 
women alone, thus practically obliterat- 
ing the pretense that the movement is 
a democratic one. ~ With legislation 
pending in -nearly all the important 
states in the Union providing for pun- 
ishment for qualified voters who fail to 
vote at state elections, what could be 
more foolish than the contention made 
by some women that if women do not 
want to vote they won’t have to? Are 
we to assume that they are to be exempt 
from the provisions of law if it should 
be enacted, or of public sentiment. (if 
no law is enacted) which is more and 
more each year insisting upon the vital 
importance of those who have the right 
re franchise being compelled to exercise 
it 

United as the defenders of the democ 
racy of pure womanhood, women could 
do wonders in affecting every great 
question involving every form of society. 
Divided as they would be if made a part 
of a universal electorate, their oppor- 
tunities for advancement would be cut 
into just as many factions as there might 
be parties through which they might act. 
Their home i 
greater than is that of the average man, 
and their general influence for good all 
along the line would suffer because wom- 
en had become tools for political pur- 
poses. If it is time for women to do 
men’s work, who will do women’s work? 

Ex-Governor Guild, who knows con- 
ditions in “Massachusetts from every 
angle, says, “Suffrage, far from better- 
ing any present good, would more than 
double existing evils. The fanatic vote, 


- the hysterical and emotional vote, the 


vote of the immoral and degenerate 
would be doubled, without one single 
compensating benefit, for the stay-at- 
home vote would be more than doubled.”’ 
The political life of the United States 
ires today more than ever, calm, 
deliberate, conservative judgment. Wo- 
men have never qualified thus far hlong 
these lines in the discussion of big or 
little public questions. Wherever they 
have attempted to take part in them, 
their actions have been largely emo- 
tional, It is difficult to see how their 
larger participation in political matters 
as shown by results thus far worked out, 
can be at all helpful in either purifying 
American politics or in securing better 
administration of political or govern- 
mental affairs.
